[Summary of the Disclosure] 

Figure 1 of the publication shows a block diagram of this designed apparatus. 
In the figure, 1 is a monaural tape recorder, which records and plays an input signal. 
2 is an audio signal input apparatus, such as a microphone, tape recorder, record 
player, radio, television set, or the like. 3 is a bypass filter, which passes a band of 
frequencies higher than 200 Hz of the audio signal input from the audio signal input 
apparatus (2), and which blocks a band of frequencies lower than 200 Hz of the same 
input signal. 4 and 5 are actuating signal input apparatuses, which output actuating 
signals of 90 Hz and 150 Hz, respectively. 6 is a mixer, which mixes the audio signal 
from the bypass filter (3) and the actuating signals from the actuating signal input 
apparatuses (4 and 5) and direct the mixed signal to the monaural tape recorder (1) for 
recording on a tape (7). 
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
